Washington, July 18. — How the 
Versailles conference reach many of 
the agreements embodied in the trea- 
ty of peace was described by Presi- 
dent Wilson to three Republican sen- 
ators invited to the white house at 
the head of a long list of Republican 
members whom he purposes to take 
into his confidence. 

Afterwards one of his callers. Sen- 
ator Colt, of Rhode Island, .said Mr. 
Wilson had been able to place the 
Shangtung settlement in a new light 
and clarified other disputed points 
in the treaty. Senator McCumber of 
North Dakota, and Senator Nelson of 
Minnesota, the others who saw the 
President, were reticent as to the! 
^^utijcits .li-cussed, but .said that the! 
I're.-i.lt'i!; .'.ii.i given therh much inter- j 
cstiii^' information. 

Senator Colt, who announced hisi 



' general approval of the league of na- 
tions in a senate .speech delivered 
shortly before he went to the white 
house, indicated after the conference 
^ that his doubt oyer certain portions 
of the league covenant had not been 
removed. He said he was not ready 
to express an opinion regarding Shan 
tung and intimated that the President 
might make a public statement soon 
on the subject 

Senator McCumber is the only Re- 
publican member of the foreign re- 
lations committee who has favored 
the league and it is understood Mr. 
Wilson talked over with him commit- 
tee action on the treaty and the ge.o- 
eral situation of the Republican side 
of the senate. Senator Nelson ha: 
never made a public declaration f oi 
or against the treaty. To all his call- 
ers the President is said to have re- 
iterated his opposition to reserva 
tions of any character in the senate 
ratilcation of the treaty. 

The President today will make his 
talks with the Senators inclined to 
be friendly toward the treaty provis 
ions though it is expected later he 
will seek a conference with virtually 
every Republican Senator, including 
those who have most bitterly opposed 
ratification. 

Senator -ogg, Minnesota, and 
Kenyon, l<..'.a, both of whom have 
kept open .inuv'.a on the treaty, have 
bo(-n invited to call on the President 
today and Senators McNary of Ore- 
gon, a league supporter, and Capper, 
Kansas, who has taken no definitely 
stand in the affair also are invited.

The brick work will 
be finished this month. The work of 
laying new floors in the old building 
is already under way. The old rooms 
will be made as attractive as the new 
ones and most of the old studentf 
are holding on to their old rooni% 
although the first comers have the 
privilege of choosing rooms in tht 
dormitory. 

The board and faculty have set 
their plans for 100 girls, about 2S 
of whom are already assured. 

Good reports are coming in from< 
all directions. Nearly every old girl 
says she will bring a new one witil . 
her. 

Prof. J. W. Gaines is expected 

from Paris early next month. His 
wife and daugter are expected from 
Townville, S. C, before that time. 

Work on the old building is being 
hurried to get at least a part of th* 
rooms ready this month. The new 
bath tubs, washstands and otiiac 
plumbing will cost from |1200 to 
$1600. New floors will cost as much. 
A larger flue for the new heating 
plant will cost several hundred dol- 
lars. A big hot water tank will k» 
added, insuring plenty of hot wat« 
for baths. 

A connection between the old and 
new buildings on the chapel floor 
has also been definitely ordered, at 
the earnest request of the Alumnae. 

The building committee, composed 
of M. H. Tandy, B. D. Hill and Bailey 
Waller, havf been authorized by the 
Board to let the Alumnae Associfr 
tion name two of its members te 
act with them in selecting furnish- 
ings for the new rooms There will 
be required 48 beds and inalresses, 
six dozen chairs, two dozen tables, 
rugs, druggets, etc. 

The Board has also arranged to 
put three special canvassers for stu- 
dents in the field at once. These will 
be Prof. G. C. Koftman, Mr. H. H. 
Abemathy and Mr. A. S. Anderson. 
Several of the students wil' also do 
work in territory assigned lo them. 
Everything looks good for one hun- 
dred girls Sept. 9.

The 
purchase of fruit trees is a matter for 
study and Investigation. Find out from 
the neighbors what varieties of apples, 
pears^ plums, peaches and cherries do 
weir In your locality. Thrn choose a 
reliable nurseryman and t!il;e his ad- 
' vi(e,< n viuleties and lociith'n. Ask 
your coll<f:e or the horticultural de- 
I partmrnt. A man who doesn't know

;;it ilii' bcntfit of the experience of 
j those who know. Whereas, a man who 
doesn't know and will not admit. Is 
I not likely to be satisfied with his plant- 
ing, and if he has planted in the chick- 
en yard will find the chickens bandy 
' as a scapegoat. 

Chickens are a by-product on most 
forms. For that reason, It I0 some- 
time best to have colony houses al- 
together for summer use, and move 
the chickens where they can pick up 
the most food.

Wlllisira Sooy .«niith, builder of the 
first all-steel bridge in the world and 
inventor of tbe pneumatie caisson, was 
bora in Ohio July 22, 1880; graduated 
at West Point In 1868; resigned from 
the army, bnt served during the Civil 
war, and later became eminent as a 
Chdl Oiglneer and bridge builder.

This pr(xluct Is designed for the 
middle West trade, which has here- 
tofore been regarded as Impossible to 
supply with clams in the shell. 

Before being put into cans the shell- 
fish are thoroughly cooked by what 
Is known as the atMming process. 
They are then placed In cans sufll- 
ciently large to carry three plates of 
the size usually used at Maine shore 
dinner resorts, where steamed clams i 
are considered the greatest delicacy. I 
The cans are closed In the siinie man- ' 
ner that any <'annpd goods are sealed. 
To obtain best results it has been 
found that the contents of a canahoold 
be thoroughly heated by being placed 
for aeveral minutes tn a dlah of boil- 
ing water before openbig.

Invention of Naval Ofrioer Enabled 
Ships to Push Into Helfloland 
BIbM. 

London.— Mines and mine fields wer«: 
reodered obsolete by tbe derelivmcnt 
of the "paravene," tbe Invention of 

Lieutenant Burnley and consistently 
urged upon the British navy by Ad> 
miral Sir Hedworth Meux. This iD> 
Btrument was officially adopted by tb« 
navy early in 1916 and was so bucc«w> 
ful that special factories were 
for its construction. 

It is now learned that the British 
grand fleet on several occasions pushed 
right Into the bight of Helgoland, 
which. If mines mean anything, would 
have been a death trap for ships. Ger- 
man experts never solved the mystery. 
From the time of Us adaption to the 
close of the war only two warships 
were reported having been sunk by 
mines. The most recent use of, the 
"paravenes" was on the occasion of 
British warships entering the Baltic 
through a closely mine-strewn ^ arei. 
Tbe steel wire mooring ropes of the 
mines are said to have been cut by the 
paravenes as a string is cut by sds* 
sors.

With all the modem iinproveme!it 
In breeds of live atock it may b* 
doubted whether there Is living todajr 
a steer or ox equal In slse to some Ot 
the fat cattle of olden times. 

In 1S4,^ tiiere was disposed of by 
raffle at Pratt's Old London inn, In 
'raiiiitoii, lOiigland, a gtaul ox of the 
Devon l)ree(l that stood 19 hands high 
and weislie.! ^l.TtX) pounds. Hut this 
oiii- was not iu It with the Duriiam OZ 
wliich earneti a modest fortune for its 
owner, ^olin Day, and brought the noir 
famous Shorthorn cattle into high r»> 
puts a little moVe than a century ag«w 
A writer In the Mark Lane Elxprew 
described this extraordinary aninul 
as having weighed when two years eM 
3,520 pounds, and when sliiii;;litered 
at eight years old liis carcass dressed 
2,478 pounds, while ids live weight at 
that time was stated to have been 
4,340 pounds.

Tiffany Blake, okJef editorial writer 
of The Tribune, was one of the moat 
Interesting witnesaea. Mr. Blake tes- 
tltleU that tie had deiibertttely permit 
ted the characterization of Mr. Ford 
aa an anarchist because It seemed to 
him to sum up; ^rd's activities. 
He testified at'lengtii, under cross-ex- 
amination, concerning the attitude 
which his paper took Id favor of war 
with Mexico hut against war with Ger- 
many, and admitted that The Tribune 
had iu mind the material benefita 
which would accrue to the United 
States in the event of Intervention, 
and the fact that no such gains could 
be reaped from war with Germany. 

Ford Was in the Way. 

During the coarse of his testimony 
Mr. Blake characterized the utter- 
ances and the attitude of Mr. Ford aa 
notorious." I''ord counsel took the 
stand that Mr. ForU'.s iiotsition could 
not have been notorious to readers of 
The Tribune because The Tribune nev- 
er referred to the alleged statements 
which it is now using as a means of 
Justifying' lu attack. Its attitude to 
\^ards Mr. Ford, oonnsel attempted to 
show by questioning the witness, was 
I Msed upon the fact that Just when it 
t-ined that the paper's long campaign 
I'll- war with Mexico wa.s about to 
Lear fruit, and troops were being hur- 
ried to the border, ft suddenly found 
Henry Ford in its way.

Mad Flight When Americans Ad- 
vanced— Forest Cleaned by 
Doughboys. 

, Paris. — Wor booty valued at more 
tlian $5,000,000, left by the Germans 
.lA 'their flight from the Argonne tor- 
^Ktt the scene of America's greatest 
iMttle In tlie ■world war, has been col- 
fsiSed by a force of riegro soldiers ■who 
have been tlejining up the famous bat- 
tlefield. Miirhine guns, rifles, muni- 
tions and war supplies of all kinds 
have been collected In every wooded 
ravine, dugout and trench In the Ar- 
gonne-Meuse sector, comprising 4S0 
square miles. 

The American engineers moved «p 
to the battlefield soon after the armis- 
tice was signed. For miles around 
there was not a village or farm that 
was occupied. 

Orders were issued to squads of 
American salvage engineers to pick up 
every gun they found, broken or In 
8ervlcea^)le condition, as wep as all 
war material, and place the spites 
along the nearest road for collection 
te army trucks. The colored fighters 
received instructions that whenever 
ttey came across an nnexploded shell 
they were not to tonch It, but to put 
up a little stiek beside It with a note 
so that the munition salvagers could 
find It later. 

The donghlioyg soon made the dis- 
covery that the Germans In their 
fillet abandoned hundreds of machine 
guns and even large pieces of artillery 
which the Yankees, In their hurry to 
advance, had failed to see. 

Loaded in Box Cars. 

One of the discoveries made by the 
Americans wbd have completed the 
task of cleaning up the battlefield was 
the nnusually large number of ma- 
chine guns the Germans had installed 
In the Argonne forest. No information 
was secured as to the number the 
enemy was able to save In his fligiit 
toward the Rhine, but thousands of 
theae weapons were left behind. In 
one small sector of the battlefield sev- 
eral hundred can? were loaded ■with 
machine guns. 

In one town located In the Bear of 



mtJmOMiMm tiMWIi i lOIe of brass 
shell cases, abandoned by the Ger- 
mans, that would more than fill the 
ho;^ of a large ocean freighter.

Salvage W.*rtc Expenslva 
Experts with the American exjiedl- 
tlonary forces have estinslted that the 
Yankee* had captnred 2C9 per cent 
more war booty In the Argoo^o forest 
than their records will sliow. This 
was due, it Is said, to the rapidity- >f 
the American advance and to th» 
hurry of the Germans to leave their 
dugouts and weapons and surrender to 
their conquerors. 

The w ork of cleaning up the Ar- 
gonne battlefield, however, has been an 
expensive one, although vast Quantl; 
ties of copper, brass and steel have 
been salvaged. It haa cost more than 
I t2,000,000 to complete the task, but

— Twflve pre-dread- 
naugtit battleshiiw will be relieved of 
active duty with the fleet, placed out 
of commission and eventually broken 
up for Junk or used for targets by 
more modern vessels, under plans now 
being worked out by the navy depart 
inent. ; The ships are of the "mixed 
battery^ type and are not considered 
to be of any value against latest flgbt> 
ing craft 

Four of the battleships, the histonC 
squadron ccmiprlsing tii« Oregon, In- 
diana, Iowa and Alussueiuisetts, have 
already been relegated io ilie scrap 
heap. The remaining eight, apparent- 
ly doomed to the same fate, are tha 
Kearaarge, Kentucky, Ollnols, Alaba< 
ma, ° Wisconsin, Maine, Missoorf'and 
Ohio. 

tHie twelve vessels, built between 
1893 and 1901, represent a total ex- 
penditure for hulls and machinery 
alone of more than $90,000,000. When 
placed out of commission they will re- 
lease for other duty approximately 10,- 
000 enlisted men and nearly 400 olB- 
eera. 

The ships long ego ontllved their 
usefulness as combatant units in a 
fighting fleet, although when they wer* 
built they were among the most for- 
midable war vessels afloat. All of them 
were used during the war with Ger- 
many as training ships or coast de- 
fense units. Slow of speed, with small 
coal capacity, Inferior ordnance equip- 
ment and Insufficient protection 
against present-day projectiles, the 
ships. If kept In conunlsslon, would be 
more of a liability than an asset, hi 
the opinion of naval experts. They 
are armed with old-type and IS 
inch gnna In the main batteries and 
eight-inch in the aecondary defense.

I That was 1L' y.'ars ago. After leav- 
ing; Oxford he came to the United 
i States and toured the Pacific coast, and 
subsequently British Columbia.

Indian reroiottonary party, with bead- 
qi^ers in San Francisco, and In 1913 
he began at San Francisco the publl- 
cation of Ohadr.

He Is still 
there. In Stockholm be wrotesjover his 
own signature two articles which have 
appeared in recent Issues of the New 
Stfltesmnn of London. Tn these he 
tells why his attitude changed from 
that of one of Great Britain's bitterest 
enemi s to a siipi)orter of British con- 
trol in India and other Eastern coun- 
tries under the Britiah Has. | 

"I propose,*' aaya Har Dayal In Uie 

New Statesman, *^o off^r some soir- 
gestlons and reflections with regard tO 
the future of the British empire in 
Asia, from the standpoint of a patrlot- 
rlc Indian, who has been, during many 
years, a convinced and consistent op- 
ponent of British Imperialism, but who 
has been led to modify Ma Tlewa on 
account of the tremendona events ot 
the great world war. No thinking man 
can be the same after tUa war M he 
was before it. 

"I now believe that the conaolldatloa 
of the British empire In the East la 
necessary in tlie best intereata of the 
people of India, Burma, Egypt and 
Meeopotamla. These countries con- 
tain more than oao4fth of the popn- 
latloa of the whole world. The prog- 
ress and welfare of these ancient and 
gifted peoples must be an object of so- 
licitude for all lovers of humanity. 
Our attitude toward the British em- 
pire as a political Institution, there- 
fore, involves moral principles of the 
highest order. If the empire Is based 
on mere tyranny, exploitation, race 
hatred, bmte force and thiM, and If 
It eannot be mended in any way. why 
then we must end It hnd aay: *Down 
wia tfala abomination of abomlna- 
tlona.' I myself maintained this atti- 
tude for a long time. If, on the con- 
trary. It can be shown that the empire 
has grown up throutrh historical neces- 
sity, and that It does ser\e a useful 
purpose In the soelal evnlntion of the 
human race, we may decide to accept 
It as a fnndnmentully sound and 
beneficent insttt-utlon. which should be 




improved and developed rather 
undermined and destroyed." 
wants No More Change of Maatera. 

T^e breaking up now of the British 
ttnplre Id Asia, Har Dayal asserts, 
won]d lend "only to change of masters 
for the peoples of India and Kgypt." 
These nations, he says. In such an 
event, would he tuial)lo to defend them- 
selves against other sturdy European 
nations that may harbor ambitions de- 
signa of world empire. 

•TTbey will be too weak," Har Dayal 
adda, "even to keep out the Asiatic 
barbarlana who bare overrun and de- 
vastated their fertile plains so often 
in the past And the eanses of thia 
weakneaa.are nMnitPld. Thaaejnattoaa 



are patfldHc ffi thSt own way, but 

their patriotism is lukewarm and pa."*- 
sive. They are not capable of saerl- 
ficlng much for freedom ; If they were 
Keenly patriotic they could not have 
t)een conquered by England. Their an- 
cient history is indeed noble and inter- 
esting, but It la rather moldy with age 
end lacka the inspiring power of re- 
cent achievement. The climate of In- 
dia and Ecypt is enervating and dis- 
poses men's minds to repose and con- 
t< m[)hition rather than to austalned ac- 
tivity. 

"History seems to prove that warm 
countries produce superior intelligence 
While cold regions breed strong and 
conrageooa racea. However that may 
be, It la certain that Uie Indiana and 
Bgyptiana eannot provall in battle 
against the Germana, the Russians, the 
Kurds, the Afghans and the Japanese, 
even If they are determined to fight 
for their countries with the courage 
of desperation. . . . Thus It Is 
foolish for Southern races to Imagine 
that they can, in the long run, hold 
their own against the Northerners If 
It comea to a trial of atrengtb between 
them." 

■eiipitiilafdad Awakanlns. 

Of his German experiences, which 

led to his change of view regarding 
British control In India, Har Dayal 
writes : 

"These reflections suggested them- 
selves to me with greater force than 
ever before ss I watched from Berlin 
the course of events in the near Bast 
tu the winter of 1015-lft. 8«i>ia was 
crushed and occupied about that time, 
and the famona 'Balkansug' began to 
run betw^n Berlin and Coaatantino- 
ple. Huge placards, with the words 
'Hamburg-Bagdad' could be seen In the 
windows of the newspaper offices In 
Berlin. All this set me thinking. 

"The Germans were supposed to be 
the allies of the Turks against the oth- 
er European powers, but now the 
Turks found that they had got task- 
masters Instead of friends. Germany 
poured men and material Into Turkey. 
"Bagdad* was the goal of German am- 
bition. AH barriers that had atood be- 
tween Teutonic imperialism and the 
much-coveted tretsures of old Asia had 
disappeared. A German empire in 
Asia was well-nigh within the ranpe of 
prhctical politics. That spectre fright- 
ened all thinking Orientals, who had 
hitherto looked upon C!(-rmany as their 
champion against P.ritlsh imperialism. 
The cry 'Berlin-Bagdad' was omlnona 
In our ears. Turkey had really been 
conquered without a blow. The fool- 
ish Turks had themselves opened the 
doors to their masters. 

New Masters for Old. 

"It ^^as the story of the man, the 
horse, and the stap over acnin. I be- 
gan to think of our beloved India and 
her northwestern frontier. The Ger^ 
mans Intrigued with the Afghans and 
other wild tribes in Per8iiu.and Turk-

iKh Tathan Invasion cimld no longer 
he overlooked. An'l In that moment I 
.saw clearly that India would Simply 
he over\\ tielmed hy hi'*' old enemI 
and liy new ones If tlie German adven- 
turers obtained a foothold east of 
Siiez.

"The Prussian rules over all th« 
Germans, and the Prussian is perhapa 
the most detestable biped on earth.

A 
slave and a bully, he is cruel to tha 
weak and obsequious to the strong. 
He understands only the law of force, 
and worships power and rank. He Is 
an upstart, and has all the vices of the 
parvenu. He suffers from incurable 
megalomania, to which political klepto* 
mania and other serious dlsor4«ea have 
been added dnrtng tha laat thirty 
years. ' 'if^ 

"He Aay be a patriot, a poet, !^ a 
pedant, but he la never a gentleman. 
He wishes to exploit everyone ho 
meets, and his word cannot be trusted. 
All who know him despise and hate 
hira. There is a good reason for this 
universal verdict against htm. We 
should rejoice with exceeding Joy that 
he has been humbled and thrown down 
from his high pedestal. I have lived
